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Flash Flood Spurs 
Council Action 


The Warren borough council again 
is pressing the state to do something 
about 
two stream s which prove 
costly to local property owners 
every time a flash flood occurs. 
Indian Run and Glade Run damages, 
from last Thursday’s cloudburst 
will top $ 100,000. 
The council approved two reso­ 
lutions. One empowered officials to 
submit data concerning the flood 
to the Department of Forests and 
Waters so that it may be added to 
the facts which were provided the 
state board in November of 1954. 
The other gives officials the right 
to seek federal or state funds for 
flood relief. 
Engineer DeBell reported that 
there was nothing new about the 
Indian Run and Glade Run results. 
He said that encroaching walls and 
inadequate clearance left the raging 
waters no place to go. 
He said 
that any stream which serves a 
drainage area the size of that serv­ 
ed by these two stream s is under 
the supervision of the state. 
He said that forty square feet are 
required at all intersections. Two 
of the upper intersections crossing 
Indian Run have fifty square feet. 
However, Myrtle, Fifth, Roy, O r­ 
chard, Brook, and Conewango are 
under the required amount, going 
as low as 12 square feet in the 
case of Orchard. 
He said that plans for clearing 
the Indian Run channel had been 
provided the state in 1954. 
Plans 
for a flume in Glade Run also were 
discussed 
with H arrisburg, 
and 
council at that time passed several 
resolutions f o r m a l l y requesting 
state help. 
He placed the Indian Run project 
at about $73,000 and the Glade 
Run cost at $140,000. 
He said all of the projects are 
on private property and rights of 
way must be obtained. 
He said 
the borough is employing extra help 
and equipment to clear the stream s 
and is doing all it can until the state 
acts. 
About twenty residents of flooded 
areas were present to learn what 
cov^fil was planning to do. 
Also 
present was W. S. Dalzell, assistant 
engineer of the Department of For­ 
ests and W aters, who visited the 
flooded areas Monday. 
Mrs. David Potter asked if the 
resolutions will be followed up and 
where Indian Run will be contained. 
Engineer DeBell said the containing 
improvements would be from Myrtle 
to Brook. 
Others wanted to know if they 
could raise their own property, who 
had jurisdiction 
over encroach­ 
ments, whether aid could be ob­ 
tained from county and townships, 
and sim ilar questions. 
Engineer DeBell explained that no 
municipality could afford to contain 
all the waters resulting from a flash 
flood. 
He also said that the reason 
for the increase of the Glade Run 
cost as compared with 1954 figures 
was the inclusion of all costs, such 
as damage to walls and the United 
Refinery flume. 
Councilman Logan said'that Brad­ 
ford had obtained flood control help 
by creating an authority. Over two 
million has been obtained toward a 
nine million dollar pYoject, with the 
state agreeing to pay half of the 
net cost after federal money has 
been received. 
He said abutting 
property owners were paying the

Bank Robbery Suspect 
To Face Grand Jury 


Joseph Stuart Swartz, 22-year- 
old suspect in the year old robbery 
of the Tidioute Branch of the War­ 
ren National Bank, is expected to 
be brought, before the grand jury 
when it convenes at the Warren 
County Court House Monday. 
The young Bethel, Pennsylvania, 
grading and trucking contractor has 
been charged with the $11, OOO armed 
hold-up of the bank and is currently 
free on $5000 bail. 
Sufficient evidence to hold Swartz 
was found by Justice Fred Berry of 
Starbrick when the suspect was 
given a hearing April 30. At that 
time District Attorney M. A. Korn- 
reich presented three witnesses, 
including Krug Cyphert, manager 
of the branch bank. He identified 
Swartz as the man who held him up 
last August 18. 
In the event a true bill is found 
at the grand jury session, Swartz 
will be tried during the September 
term of court. 
Since the preliminary hearing it 
has been disclosed that two Lacka- 
wannock township women have 
signed sworn statements that the 
accused was with them at their 
home near Sharon at the time of 
the robbery. Three Mercer County 
garage employes have also said 
they saw Swartz near the time of 
the robbery. 
The prosecution in the case is 
being handled by District Attorney 
Kornreich.

The summer has

Les Sheldon has carved a golf 
course out of the slopes above 
Kinzua. 
The setting is one of the 
most beautiful seen as a back-drop 
to any course in the land, but the 
road isn’t short and the job won’t be 
easy. Les needs help. 
This course hasn’t been built with 
the help of big money. It has been 
an expensive one to construct, due 
to the nature of the area, the slopes,, 
the forest, and the brush lots . . . 
and this summer, the weather. Most 
of it has come into being through 
the labor and tenacity of a guy with 
an eye to the future. 
Some say that Les has done this 
job with the Kinzua dam in mind. 
Be that as it may, he has done the 
job, and it may pay off big for Les 
and for the section if a course 
results on the shores of a resulting 
lake. If the government compensates 
Les well enough for the holes he will 
lose when the water comes up the 
rise, holes may be built on the upper 
side of the course. With recreation 
as a major portion of the immediate 
area’s value, golf will not be out of 
place. 
Right now what this backwoods 
advocate of the swing game needs 
is support from those who say we 
need another public course in this 
area. 
The course is not a finished 
project. 
It will require time and 
patience to make it a polished ac­ 
complishment, and will take patience 
on the part of those who support the 
effort. 
If yearly improvements are seen, 
that should be encouraging enough to 
justify support. Winter rules facili­ 
tate play in the fairways and in a 
year or two the greens should be 
ready for a putting stroke. 
Meanwhile, the best help local 
golfers can provide Les is their 
use of the course and their ready* 
acceptance of the fact that it is not 
a finished, well manicured lay-out. 
By their play they can make it 
become a reality. By their patience 
they can encourage the man who 
is spending his money and his time 
trying where hundreds of others 
refused to move a finger or a dime.

records to those who have given 
notice of cancellation, the complaint 
charges. In addition to billing these 
persons for the records, the com­ 
plaint states, the company has placed 
their accounts with attorneys and 
collection agencies. 
In magazine and other advertise­ 
ments explaining Music Treasures 
of the World, the company offers 
an introductory record for 
100. 
The advertisement, in the form of 
a purchase notice from the reader, 
states in part: “ Here is my 100. . . 
for the . . . record . . . which I may 
keep whether or not I purchase any 
additional records. Each month . . . 
I will receive advance notice of the 
new record release . . . However, I 
may decline to accept any or all 
records offered me and I may cancel 
membership any time . . . ” 
The deception here, the complaint 
alleges, prejudices the public and

Virginia Iron and Metal Co., Inc., 
Richmond, Va., and Sidney A. Burn- 
stein, Sr., president — “ Red Dot” 
and “ Vimco” ; 
S & R Oil Co., Houston, Texas — 
"Texas Pride Motor Oil,” “ Essex 
Motor Oil,” “ Paralube Motor Oil,” 
Gail Motor Oil,” and “ Peerless 
Motor Oil” ; 
Pioneer Oil Co., 
Philadelphia, 
Pa., the partnership of Ben Stof- 
man and Herman S. Stoffman — 
“ Quality Lube.” 
These oils, the stipulations note, 
are obtained “ in whole or in sub­ 
stantial part” from drainings of 
crankcases and other sources and 
are sold in containers of the same 
* ‘general size, kind and appearance’ ’ 
as those used for new oil 
The companies have advertised, 
labeled, and sold these products 
without revealing they have been 
used, the stipulations conclude. 
A sim ilar charge has been placed 
against the Deep Rock Refining Co., 
of Richmond, Va. The cans in which 
it is sold do not have markings 
which will denote that the oil is 
obtained from crankcase drainings.

CHUCK HUNTING CAN BE 
SAFE SPORT 
The record makes it appear that 
woodchuck (groundhog) hunting in 
Pennsylvania is becoming progres­ 
sively safer for humans. Last year 
4. persons were killed and 14 were 
injured by gunfire at the hands of 
woodchuck hunters or while hunting 
the "whistlepig". 
In 1954 there 
were three human fatalities and 
thirty-two wounded accountable to 
such hunting. 
In 1953 the tally 
was eight and thirty-two. So far this 
year the Game Commission has 
record of but five persons injured 
by chuck hunter gunfire — no fatali­ 
ties. 
The score could be 0-0 every year. 
if each "pig" hunter would observe 
the simple rules of safe gun handling 
and make sure of his target beyond 
question before loosing his bullet. 
It should be recognized, too, that 
utter dependence on binoculars or 
a telescope mounted on the rifle 
sometimes leads to trouble. It can 
be as difficult for a person with 
normal vision to identify an animal 
at great distance through a ’scope 
or glasses as with the naked eye 
at fairly close range. 
The safety 
requirement in any case is that 
the target be identified beyond ques­ 
tion. 
A person doesn’t simply "happen" 
to shoot another in mistake for game. 
Tile shooter in such case is guilty of 
neglect 
because no human ever 
"looked like a woodchuck", as re­ 
ports often read. 
Though " v a r­ 
m int" hunting has increased tre ­ 
mendously 
in 
recent 
years the 
percentage of chuck hunters shot in 
this State compared to the total 
number of chuck hunters is far 
out of proportion to the number of 
persons injured or killed while hunt­ 
ing in the small game and large 
game seasons. 
The decline in woodchuck hunter 
casualties is probably due to the 
increase in the number of shooters 
who wear white or fluorescent caps 
or garments in the field. 
Many of 
them protect themselves further by 
tying a handkerchief or a piece of 
white cloth to a bush or stake to 
mark their position for other hunters 
in the vicinity. 
The experienced 
chuck hunter knows that movement, 
not color, is what "spooks" the wary 
little groundhog. 
Is any bird or animal worth risking 
human life? The obvious answer to 
that question would prevent many 
hunter casualties. 
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LINENS 
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MAKES WILDCAT WILD 
"Two men have a wildcat they call 
’M azie’ in a cage located in a wooded 
section in my Clarion County dis­ 
tric t," says Game Protector Wil­ 
liam Denton. "A few days ago they 
went out to feed her and saw another 
wildcat they suspected was a boy 
friend on top of the cage, trying to 
join 'M azie'."

MAY TRAIN DOGS ON GAME 
The Game Commission reminds 
sportsmen qwning hunting dogs that 
beginning August I they may train 
their dogs, under control, on wild 
game other than elk, deer, bears or 
wild turkeys. 
The close season in 
spring and early sum m er is de­ 
signed to protect young game birds 
and animals. 
Though no hunting license is re ­ 
quired of persons training dogs on 
game, attention is called to these, 
legal requirements: 
I. 
"Under 
control" 
is defined in the Game 
Law to mean "within call except 
when actually on the trail or track 
of legal game." 
2. No injury may 
be inflicted on game birds or ani­ 
mals. 
3. 
Carrying a shotgun or 
rifle while dog training is prohibit­ 
ed. 4. Raccoon dogs may be trained 
from sunrise to midnight; other dogs 
from sunrise to 9 p. rn., Eastern 
Standard Time. 5. Sunday training, 
except on public lands, is legal only 
after the landowner's consent has 
been obtained.

Lesson Of A Lifetime 


By Charles S. Merroth, 
Dept, of Forests & Waters 


Talk has been lively since the 
catastrophic flash flood of July 26th 
in Warren 
concerning 
responsi­ 
bility, corrective m easures, past 
practices, and presently proposed 
projects to help alleviate such con­ 
ditions. One comment by a Warren 
Borough official summed up very 
effectively the truth of the m atter 
"that no town, borough, or munici­ 
pality could afford to protect itself 
against 
all 
conceivable 
natural 
catastrophes" - and it might be 
added that neither can any State 
or Nation. 


Most comments have been d ir­ 
ected toward damage from result­ 
ing runoff. This indicates that little 
thought is given to the conception 
of where the resultant flow origi­ 
nates and how it gains such damag­ 
ing momentum. Knowledge of water­ 
sheds in general dispels any thought 
of alleviation from clearing stream 
channels except in areas of re ­ 
stricted flow. 
For 
instance 
the 
Indian 
Run 
Watershed 
of approximately 500 
acres discharged enough water from 
the 75,000,000 gallon rainfall in 
less than 2 miles length to cause 
unprecedented damage. The amount 
of runoff will never be known but it 
is known that it was less than the 
75 million gallon rainfall because 
of millions of retention obstacles, 
a b s o r b t i o n , 
infiltration, 
etc., 
throughout the watershed. 
With an average stream bed slope 
of IO degrees it is not within realm 
of possibility to reduce the amount 
or velocity of streamf low by channel 
clearance, if anything, additional 
sound detention objects would be 
needed. 
In other words once the 
water gets into the creek little hope 
remains except to give the resulting 
water wide clearance where it dis­ 
charges or provide a large reser­ 
voir from which it can be discharg­ 
ed slowly. The latter is not feasible 
in most cases of such small water­ 
sheds. 
The point of this discussion is 
that Watershed Management is pri­ 
mary, Stream Management is sec­ 
ondary. 
Once we are satisfied 
that all possible precautions have 
been taken on a watershed area 
(500 acres in Indian Run) to re­ 
tain, retard, and properly channel

runoff - then the stream program 
should allow for the best possible 
confinement and discharge of the 
expected balance so far as econ­ 
omically feasible. 


Charles S. Merroth, D istrict For­ 
ester, Pennsylvania Department of 
Forests & 
Waters, is willing to 
organize a field trip of a water­ 
shed involved in the July 26th flood, 
indicating good and poor features 
of management, if sufficient in­ 
terest is shown. The fundamentals 
never change, however, the neces­ 
sity for best possible management 
is vastly exaggerated with the cur­ 
rent damage. 
Contributing factors 
and their application can only be 
understood by field examination. 


Credit is certainly deserved by 
those managers of farm and forest 
who have been making an unselfish 
effort to maintain productive vege­ 
tive cover in the many watersheds 
involved. 
On the other hand, those 
who have neglected conservation 
practices may accept guilt for some 
minute portion of the resultingdam - 
age. 
For those of us who may 
never see the causes or results of 
the like again it should be studied 
as a lesson of a lifetime.

There is much talk about changing 
the allocation of vhf and uhf stations 
throughout the nation. 
A plan has 
been submitted to the congressional 
committee and the FCC by ABC and 
now is being considered. We natur­ 
ally are interested in what it would 
do to our reception if it is accepted. 
Pittsburgh would go unchanged, 
with its three vhf channels, 2, 4, 
and ll. 
There would be no change in Buf­ 
falo which has vhf on channels 
2, 4, and 7, with NBC owning the 
uhf station on channel 17. 
Johnstown and Altoona would have 
four vhf channels, adding 3 and 8 
to 6 and IO. 
The change proposed that might 
make a big difference in the future 
of reception in this area is the one 
dealing with Erie. Many have hoped 
that E rie might become the location 
for at least one powerful station 
that would punch a strong signal 
into this section. But the ABC plan 
would remove Channel 12 from Erie 
and give it to Cleveland. Erie would 
be left with nothing but uhf. 
This development is fine if they 
do something about extending the 
signal of uhf stations, 
lf we could 
receive good signals from both Buf­ 
falo and Erie we might end up with 
excellent variety. 
But as of today, 
uhf is not reaching very far. 
As was the case in radio, we 
are in forgotten alley when it comes 
to airwave reception.

WATER AND POLITICS 
This probably should be The Poli­ 
tics of It colurpn, but the subject 
is broader than that. 
However, 
when the state offices changed hands 
as the result of the 1954 November 
election, Warren also was sending 
officials to Harrisburg for flood 
control. 
Lame duck officials were 
receiving the plans and the pleas. 
Apparently the new faces didn’t 
take W arren’s plight very serious­ 
ly. 
The result is that last Thurs­ 
day’s cloudburst caused so much 
damage to homes, streets, side­ 
walks, business establishments and 
other.property that no one has the 
slightest idea what the total is. 
Neither Glade Run nor Indian Run 
could contain the flow. 
Warren probably has been de­ 
linquent in not pursuing the pro­ 
je ct harder. The Water and Power 
Resources Board should be pressed 
for funds and the Department of 
Forests and Waters should be urged 
to do its job. 
Obviously much of 
the trouble is the state’s own de­ 
linquency, not only through its fail­ 
ure to act on the plans submitted 
for correction, but also its failure

to prevent the encroachments that 
lave created a dangerous situation. 
The portion of Glade Run which 
eads to the borough line has been 
deepened and cleared so that the 
waters pour into the town at a 
tremendous rate. The state allow­ 
ed this while doing nothing about the 
hodgepodge of twists and turns from 
the borough line to Pennsylvania ave. 
It also allowed property owners 
on upper Indian Run to build walls 
and buildings in such a way that 
the stream makes many turns, and 
is narrowed at points. 
Intersec­ 
tions were not kept large enough. 
In fact the farther down the stream 
led goes, the more narrow it has 
been allowed to become. The state 
las done nothing. 
This is maddening enough, and 
we have ranted about it through 
many columns, but when it also 
refused to act in the face of the 
resulting trouble, this community 
has a right to get just a mite peev­ 
ed. 
* * 
Bradford, meanwhile, is receiv­ 
ing much help from both the state 
and federal governments. 
Brad­ 
ford has formed an authority, with 
William 
P. McVay as authority 
chairman. It has pressed the m atter 
and is receiving aid. 
The federal 
funds are paying a big share of tne 
cost and state funds will pay half 
the remainder. 
In fact, before it 
even knows what the costs will be 
the state Water and Power Resour­ 
ces board has earm arked $200,000 
for the Bradford project. 
We do not suggest that W arren 
also form an authority. 
It might 
have value through the possibility 
that it would be more persistent 
about working for help, but author­ 
ities cost money, and in the case 
of Bradford one was required to 
coordinate the many political sub­ 
divisions involved. 
Bradford’s problem is not strict­ 
ly local. 
Members of its authority 
are Bradford, Bradford twp., Fos­ 
ter twp., Lafayette twp., Lewis Run 
borough, and McKean county. 
To 
provide a practical working unit 
they had to create an authority. 
Actually the law under which the 
state works when helping munici­ 
palities in such situations does not 
even mention authorities. 
It was 
passed before the day of such agen­ 
cies. 
The law specifically states 
that the state can deal directly with 
cities, boroughs, and other political 
subdivisions. 
If it were decided that Warren 
county and nearby townships also 
wished to have a part in the Glade 
and Indian Run projects an author­ 
ity might be the answer. Especially 
if matching funds were to be pro­ 
vided by each one involved.

doubt if this “Will happen here.

Flash Floods Raise 
Havoc In Warren Area 


Area stream s went on the ram ­ 
page in the Warren area Thursday 
evening and caused an estimated 
$500,000 in damage. 
The heavens opened during the 
early evening and dropped what 
was believed to be over five inches 
of rainfall in a m atter of a few 
hours. 
The heavy downpour sent stream s 
rampaging. 
Among the hardest hit 
were Glade and Indian runs in War­ 
ren, Daugherty Run at North War­ 
ren, and Jackson Run. The stream s, 
in 
many 
places 
changing 
their 
course, brought with them tons of 
rock, dirt and debris. 
Heaviest hit were homes in the 
Locust st. and upper Park st. sec­ 
tors. Foundations were washed out, 
a garage collapsed in one location 
and a car was carried down Glade 
Run almost to the river. 
Similar activity took place in 
the upper Fifth ave. district where 
Indian Run took course where it 
could find it. 
Elsewhere streets 
were washed out and homes were 
completely surrounded by water. 
The only damage to industry was 
the United Refining Co.

Television and Radio

FORLORN ENDING 


As a bit of public relations, Ed 
Sullivan’s hurried grab of eleven 
top circus acts for his show last 
Sunday was a shrewd one. Ringling 
Bros. Barnum & Bailey had just 
collapsed for the last time, at least 
the last time as we know it, and the 
circus was all over the front pages. 
The publicity didn't do Sullivan's 
rating any harm. 
But, let's face it, it was a forlorn 
exhibition that faced the cameras and 
the final parade — a few elephants, 
a few spangles, a few clowns —was 
a little sad and anti-climactic and 
half-hearted. 
I don't know what a circus has — 
or had — to make it so universally 
appealing, not only to all ages but 
to all nationalities, but I suspect 
one of its great charms was simple 
size. The symbol of the circus has 
always been an elephant and it’s 
big. Everything about a circus was 
big. The tents, the crowds, the 
parade and — above all — the num­ 
ber of things you could watch. 
* * .7 
JR the Ringling Bros, show, apart 
from a few top acts, there were 
always a half a dozen things going 
on at once and, when you tired of 
one, you could watch another. That’s 
the essence of the circus — a lot of 


sights and sounds and smells all at 
once. But, of course, television 
can’t do that. You get a single pic­ 
ture and you get it up close. Pinito 
del Oro, the Spanish girl, who always 
makes me decidedly nervous when 
she’s standing on her head on a 
trapeze bar fifty feet up in Madison 
Square Garden, doesn’t affect me that 
way at all on a small screen in my 
own living room. 
As circus acts go, all the acts 
Sullivan assembled were very good 
ofles. The Cordons did their whip 
act, the man tearing a newspaper 
into small shreds in the girl’s 
hand. Miss Mara hung by her feet 
and then by her head. Tito jumped 
about on a bar on his head. The two 
Mariles spun plates. The Al de Gong 
chimpanzees waltzed together. The 
Adnos juggled. 
And, while they’re all good acts, 
it occurred to me that maybe it is 
a mistake to get a television camera 
too close to any circus act. The 
girls are prettier from IOO feet 
away; the handstands are m o r e 
breath-taking fifty feet up. I remem­ 
ber when CBS first televised the 
circus from Madison Square Garden 
eight or nine years ago. It was a 
good show for a number of reasons. 
For one thing, television was a 
novelty then and almost anything 
that appeared on the screen could 
capture your attention. 
For another, the cameramen fre­ 
quently shot through cables and rope, 
and sometimes took long shot views 
of the aerialists and somehow cap-

tured the sweep and sheer size of 
the circus.

I had long since 
despaired that anything on television 
would ever put him to sleep. He has 
sat, transfixed, through the longest, 
dullest TV shows, his attention not 
wavering once. And then, whi l e 
Dschapur and Rutha were walking 
up a set of stairs on their hands 
backwards, he fell asleep. 
It makes one to think. I cannot 
imagine myself falling asleep at a 
circus at that age. But then our ex­ 
periences are entirely different. 
lien I was nine years old, not only 
the circus but all forms of enter­ 
tainment were terribly rare treats. 


year, I was taken to a play or a 
musical, if they were considered 
suitable for children, or to see 
Thurston, the magician. That just 
lout wrapped up my entertainment 
for the year.

Michael, on the other hand, has 
probably already seen more man 
lours of entertainment of various 
sorts than I witnessed in my first 
thirty years. Right there, I think, 
is the clue to why circuses are 
folding their tents all over the 
country. It’s not just the lack of 
air conditioning and the 
l a b o r 
trouble. It’s the competition. 


I feel sorry for the circus and es­ 
pecially for its performers. It takes 
many years of painstaking effort to 
learn how to slide down a wire back­ 
wards and, if it puts a child to sleep, 
where do you go from there? But I 


feel even sorrier for the children. 
What are they going to do for 
thrills when they’re, say, eleven 
years old? They've seen everything.
